SEEDING TIME 


Almost everyone is more hopeful in the 
springtime. It is the season of the year when 
seeds are consigned to the keeping of Mother 
Sarth in the hope of a generous harvest. 

Nature does not distribute her bounties 
evenly but there is always hope of a gener- 
ous return. Some vears this is greater than 
others, but generally Nature is not niggard. 

A farmer will seed a bushel of wheat on 
an acre of land and reap anywhere from ten 
bushels to thirty bushels therefrom. Even 
the smaller yield furnishes good interest— 
tenfold. 

Where rains fall plentifully during the 
growing season, the chemical food in the soil 
is washed down and has to be artificially re- 
stored. This leaching not occur in 
areas of lighter rainfall and strong, fertile 
soil is the result. 

Thus Nature balances things to a certain 
degree. There is no portion of the earth 
completely blessed. 

So we enter seeding time with high hopes. 
Surely dry seasons will not persist. 
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THE SWEDISH NATION 


Gerry McGeer, Liberal member in the 
House of Commons for Vancouver, stated 
conditions in Sweden are much better than 
in Canada and rather marvelled that such a 
state of affairs should exist. 

Sweden is a much older country than Can- 
ada, its people are homogenous, and experi- 
ence has taught them to be hard - headed, 
thrifty, matter of fact and businesslike. 

Much misconception exists in Canada 
about Sweden. Too many of us think of 
that country as poor, isolated and backward. 
Actually Sweden is among the leading na- 
tions of the world, even although compara- 
tively small. 

At one time Sweden was a world power, 
but Charles XIV’s defeat at Pultowa at the 
hands of the Russian hordes put his country 
out of the race for world domination. The 
Swedes turned to internal development of 
their country and have made a good job of it. 

There are more automobiles per capita in 
Stockholm than in any city in Europe and 
electricity is used on Swedish farms 
greater extent than in any country in 
world. 

Swedish people have tamed the ultra 
aricious proclivities of capital and vet 
stifled human incentive. 

The Swedish government has gone in for 
state control of certain important enterprises 
including lumbering, and made a success of 
public ownership. 

The Swedish people have proven. them- 
selves to be among the most practical of all 
nationalities. Common sense governs their 
efforts and the principles of successful busi- 
ness. 
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DECENTRALIZATION OF INDUSTRY 

The percentage of people living in urban 
centers in Canada is gradually going upward 
while the percentage of those living 
farms is drifting downward. 

This creates a dangerous situation for the 
national economy. If the bulk of the nation 
lived on farms there would be no vast armies 
of unemployed and no huge expenditures for 
relief. 

The larger the cities and towns the greater 
the menace when depression and unemploy- 
ment join hands. 

The centralization of industry in huge 
plants located in great cities is not a good 
thing for any nation. 

Hundreds of small plants located in scores 
of towns and villages makes for a better bal- 
ance, a happier class of workingmen, a soun- 
der economy and a better assurance of con- 
tinued prosperity. 

Great cities like New York in the United 
States, Buenos Aires in Argentina and Mel- 
bourne in Australia, can develop into malig- 
nant menaces to the whole nation. 

. A few dozen thriving small cities are infi- 
nitely preferable to one giant metropolis, 
and will provide more convenient and better 
markets for farm products.

A MAJOR ERROR 

The news that Alberta will contract no 
further indebtedness is good news. The pil- 
ing up of the huge debt total was a major 
error. 

Thirty years ago when the province was 
formed there was no indebtedness. The first 
sixteen years saw $67,000,000 of debts ac- 
cumulated. Now the figure is $160,000,000, 
which is altogether too high. 

The state of Nebraska in the U.S.A. has 
no debenture indebtedness. Wise founders 
of the state passed a law prohibiting any 
state government from selling bonds. The 
result is that today Nebraska has no debt to 
speak of. 

And yet the state of Nebraska has splen- 
did capital buildings, good roads, schools 
and University, and pretty much the usual 
run of such things built and owned by other 
states. But Nebraska paid for everything as 
it went along. 

Now if the present government would pass 
a law prohibiting any legislature from bor- 
rowing on bond issues it would be a real ac- 
complishment. We have enough debts ac- 
cumulated to keep future generations busy 
for fifty years or more paying them off. 

Let us do without further borrowings. 


SPAIN CHECKS FASCISM - 

Fascism, which has made_ sensational 
strides in Italy and Germany, received a 
rude check in Spain recently. 

The Falange Espanola, the only authentic 
Fascist organization in Spain, was suspended 
by the Azana government and its clubs in 
Madrid and throughout the provinces were 
ordered closed. Previously many Fascist 
leaders were jailed. 

The Azana government, which is “left 
wing” in its outlook, didn’t stop there. It 
cleaned the Madrid university out of Fascist 
students and in the capital of other trouble- 
makers from the same party. 

Then the government initiated a scheme 
for agrarian reform, under which the estates 
of the Spanish grandees will be divided up 
among 50,000 peasants.
